A military communique

Our new antibiotics and sul-

Then, too,; modern medical 
men are: much Jess ready to 
accept the theory that the ton- 
sils serve os ‘focal points from 
which infection spreads to other 
parts of the body. It is’ pos- 
sible that vital organs, such as 
the heart and kidneys, can: be 
damaged by germs and thelr 
polsons carried from the tonsils 
by the. blood stream, - but the 
question needs) much further 
study,

opinion holds that in gencral 
tonsils should not be removed | 
dn children under six to seven 
years of ago, except where in- |’

In 1909 Mr Eric Kennedy, to satisfy a personal whim 


for the revival of this line, 


bought a ‘modest French 


horse, Roi.Herode. The horse went wrong the following 


spring, so he was retired to stud and immediately mated 
with one of Mr Kennedy’s mares, Vahren, 


The offspring was something 
of a freak both in appearance 
and performance. The colt, 
officially named, The Tetrarch, 
had a'groy coat spotted with 
white which carned him the alias 
of “The Rocking Horse.” In per- 
formance he was so brilliantly 
fast that Steve Donoghue main- 


- | tained that he could have won 


the Goodwood Stewards’ Cup, a 
handicap for older horses, under 
topweight as a two-year-old. 

Tt Is in fact one of the greatest 
mysteries of racing how such a 
wonder-horse could emerge from 
|such modest ancestry, the ‘more 
so in view of Rol Herode's 
subsequent mediocrity at stud. 

The Tetrarch was unbeaten as 
a two-year-old, but- could not 
be trained for his classic cn- 
gagements, He. was therefore 
retired. to stud at a fee of 500 
guineas, and was at first. spec- 
tacularly successful, being cham- 
pion aim in his second s2ason. 

He was, however; regrettably 
cold-blooded and reluctant in 
his new capacity and im_ his 
life god only 130 foals, of whom 
80 were winnera_of £160,000. 

SPEED OR STAMINAT | 

His offspring gave no satis- 
factory answer to the question: 
Would The Tetrarch’s stamina 
have equalled his speed? Some 
were brilliantly fast, others in- 
cluding three St Leger winners 
Caligula, Polemarch and Salmon 
Trout. stayed well: 

‘Caitigula Geft Httle mark on 
the breod; Polemarch was. ¢x- 
ported’ and Salmon Trout ‘got 
the Eclipse Stakes winner King 
Salmon, sire of the St Leger 


Bank, a successful racchorse 
who was exported ' to New 
Zeakand in 1949. . 

Tetratema, another son of The 
Teurarch, won the 2,000 Guineas, 
At stud he got Mr Jinks, who 
won the same race, and Royal 

winner of the Eclipse 
Stakes. Other offspring of 
Totratema were Myrobella, dam 
of Big Game, Una, dam of 
Palestine, two colts who won the 
2,000 Guineas and who were de-~ 
ficient In stamina, and Four 
Course who won the 1,000 
Guincas, 

The female descendants of 
The Tetrarch were more distin- 
guished at stud than their: male 
countenparts. Tetrabbazia ‘was 
the dam of S pore, who lke 
his son Ch won the St 
Leger, Both these horses were 
subsequently . sent fto South 
America, : 

DEVASTATING SPEED. 

Mumtaz Mahal was similer to 
her sire in physique  and.per- 
formance.

Tog is a game -that gocs 
back to, times when men had 
to, go hunting to get a meal.

A list of tag games could 
become an Interesting hobby.
